Refuse To Raise 
Wives’ Exemption 


OTTAWA, (CP) The senate 
banking committee Wednesday re- 
versed its previous decision on the 
amount of income a married woman 
could receive without affecting the 
income tax of her husband 

The budget reduced the amount 
of a married woman's income ex- 
emption from $460 to $250. Under 
the income tax bill now before the 
committee any income of a married 
woman in excess of $250 must be 
deducted from the $1,500 exemption 
in her husband's income tax 

The committee previously passed 
an amendment increasing the wife's 
exemption from $250 to $400. Acting 
Finance Minister Abbott told ths 
committee this amendment was not 
acceptable to the common: The 
committee accordingly reconsidered 
it and killed the amendment by a 
vote of 8-4
